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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as written are anticipated by the prior 
art cited in the previous office action. Therefore, applicant's arguments are deemed not persuasive. 

Continuation of 13. In response to Applicant's arguments the following are the Examiner's observations in regard thereto: 

Applicant Argues: Lo does not teach or suggest "converting the symbolic representation of the hierarchical tree to physical addresses to 
generate a loadable program in the form of an executable program or operator tree." 

Examiner Responds: See Paragraph [0048] where Lo discloses "configuration data is converted to XML document and transmitted over 
the network" and Paragraph [0082] where "generating of programming code" and "configuration data for I/O networks and devices is 
typically downloaded to a programmable controller on the network," thereby converting the symbolic representation of the hierarchical tree 
(e.g., XML document) to a physical address (e.g., controller I/O). Under such considerations, the prior art anticipates the claims as written. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed persuasive. Examiner is entitled to give claim limitations their 
broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification. See MPEP 2111 [R-1] Interpretation of Claims-Broadest Reasonable 
Interpretation. 
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
